IKE FOWLER , salesman at FRIENDLY CHEraOIET, stated that 
his company bought the ambulance February 25, 196'*-, and 
sold it to one LEE SSILERS (a car dealer) in Ft. Worth, 
Texas, who in turn sold it to an unknown Austin, Texas 
car dealer, who sold it to an individual in Austin, Texas, 
who later sold it to HOUGH. FaviSR stated that HOUGH had 
came to Dallas and viewed television news film of the 
shooting of SUBJECT, which included pictures of the 
ambulance, so that he could obtain the license number.
